Around December 15, 1994, I went to Legal Services with my mother, 
Bobbie.

He gave me $5.00 for some gas and I let him out at Henderson's Grocery 
on Avenue G. The next day, I took him to Piggly Wiggly on Cotton 
Street to cash a check. I don't know how much it was for. The man 
at the store wouldn't cash the check because I think he already had 
some checks on Fredrick. Fredrick told me that he reached in the 
window and got the check and ran out of the store when the man was 
checking on the check.

X understand that if I am accepted as a ^'participant 
in the Pre-Trial Intervention Program of the Office of the District 
Attorney for the Fourth Circuit Court District of Mississippi, 
that my Diversion status is conditional upon obeyance of the follow¬ 
ing rules and regulations: 

1. I understand that if I am re-arrested for a crime, 
other than a traffic offense, I will no longer be allowed to continue 
in the Program. If I am re-arrested, I understand that I will have 
to go to Court on two (2) charges, the present one as well as the 
one for which I am re-arrested. 

2. I understand that I must be working, in the Armed 
Forces or in school in order to complete the Program and avoid a 
criminal conviction. If I want to change jobs during the Program, 

I must let my counselor know in advance and I must not quit a job 
or drop out of school without first telling my' counselor. 

I understand that if I have dropped out of school I 
will be required to return to school or enroll in Vocational Techni¬ 
cal Training Program or Adult Education.
